Percell’s sister, Linda Sue Tissel, had petitioned 
the District Court of Appeals for funds from their 
deceased parents’ estate but later withdrew the peti¬ 
tion. 

Bodies of Alice and John Percell were found 
in their home on Liliano in Sierra Madre by Sierra 
Madre Police on Nov. 16, 1988. After Percell 
surrendered to Burlington, Vt. police on Dec. 13, 
1988, he was extradited after a lengthy fight. He 
continues to be held without bail, pleading not 
guilty.

Waterhouse, a fifth generation Pasadenan, said 
that some of those who are joining TheaterQuest on 
the ground floor are Lamont Johnson, Emmy-award- 
wmner and director of television; Jerry Turner, 
former artistic director of the Oregon Shakespeare 
Festival for 27 years; Tina Kirby, head of the theater 
department of Polytechnic School; Bruce Gill, di¬ 
rector of PCC theater department; Tom Payne, 
vice principal at Arcadia High School; Tom Larson, 
production manager of productions at Mark Taper 
Forum; and Craig Noel, current artistic director 
of the San Diego Old Globe Theater. 

Some of the questions asked by those not in 
favor were whether or not such a theater would

Educational outreach seems to be the key to 
TheaterQuest’s reason for being - at least that’s 
what came out of Monday evening’s forum in which 
members of the community questioned and received 
answers from Eric Waterhouse, president of Theater- 
Quest, and Nick Sanders, a two-year volunteer for 
the group. 

“Kids’ verbal and math skills are falling... 
kids are falling between the cracks. We’d like to 
set up an educational component based on the arts, 
specifically Shakespeare,” Waterhouse told about 30 
residents who came to question and to applaud 
the nonprofit educational group that wishes to start 
a five-year summer Shakespeare festival in the band 
shell of Memorial Park. 

They have tentative plans to work with kids 
as young as 5 and into senior citizen age categories. 
The activities and instruction would last “six to 
eight weeks in the ‘let’s get in and pretend ages’ 
and would be staffed by adults and junior and senior 
high school people,” Waterhouse said. 

He mentioned classes in all types of theater 
from makeup to props, then suggested a “Junior 
Jester” program for youth 15 years and up and a 
“Senior Jester” program for those 16 years and up 
“with a commitment to actual production.” They 
would hope for youth to stay in the program for 
two years if possible. In the second year they would 
probably perform at a professional level.

Tuesday evening’s Sierra Madre City Council 
meeting was adjourned to a meeting this evening, 
Thursday, Sept. 29, 6 p.m. between the council 
and Planning Commission concerning the Hillside 
Ordinance. This is a study session in which resi¬ 
dents may listen but not participate. 

Action at Tuesday’s meeting was lively with the 
council arguing over whether or not to establish 
an Air Quality Improvement Fund. Both Mayor 
Pro Tern Gary Adams and Councilman Clem Bartolai

reiterated their dismay over this sort of imposition. 

“This is another of the state-mandated boon¬ 
doggles,” Bartolai said. 

Adams said, “Let someone else have it (the 
money) to apply it in a much more meaningful 
way.” 

South Coast Air Quality Management District 
would impose an additional motor vehicle registra¬ 
tion fee of $2, commencing on Apr. 1, 1991, and 
increasing to $4 one year later.

“no” on the second reading, and the Ordinance 1077 
passed the first time by title only. , 

In an answer to the need to lobby more actively, 
which is what Councilwoman Mary Ann MacGillivray 
has urged the last two council meetings, she reiterated 
her stand to “move forward and express our con¬ 
cern” about the state’s taxation practices, such as 
the California vehicle registration above. The city 
will submit its concern through the League of Cali¬ 
fornia Cities at the meeting on Sept. 5. 

Adams said, “The philosphy of if we don’t 
spend it someone else will, is a falacy. It keeps 
going and going...We accept funds and try to find 
programs to fit the money. In the meantime, taxa¬ 
tion continues to grow and grow. If we continue 
to spend we perpetuate the problems.” 

The large crowd that showed up for the council 
meeting was concerned about the council’s action on 
the Orange Grove Improvement Project. 

Bartolai added, “We should apply a collective 
voice or individually call a senator and voice our 
concerns.” 

Mayor Buchan and Mayor Pro Tern Adams 


agreed that Sierra Madre continues to have concern 
for the trees and speed and wish to keep the “rustic 
feel of the boulevard,” as Adams stated. 

After a meeting a week ago with Arcadia princi¬ 
pals, the local men said there was agreement that 
more details are needed before a final decision can 
be made. 

“We decided to leave the dips in Orange Grove 
between Lima and Hermosa and the cross lateral 
at Hermosa...There are some concerns about 
curb lines and the streets with respect to the radius,” 
Adams said. 

Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray said. 
“This design concept should not go forward...They 
can give us back half of the street and we can do 
it the way we want.” To that she received applause. 

Adams made the motion not to adopt the plan 
but to move forward for further consideration, 
voicing concerns for the present plan, and he, too, 
received applause. 

The council spent some time wrangling about 
how to address the recycling fee refund. 

Mayor Buchan thought the voucher system for 
repaying those who have recycled the past year was

I’ve been wondering how many folks re¬ 
member the white Chevrolet station wagon that 
used to sit at Kersting Court and Baldwin every¬ 
day some 20 years ago, and how it came to be 
there. 

Going back 20 years, the 1970 census had 
been completed and the usual reports issued. 
According to United States Government, Sierra 
Madre had a population of 12,458. This figure 
was questioned by many, but when the Los 
Angeles Regional report was received it showed 
that Sierra Madre had a total of 4444 house¬ 
holds with some 938 of those being apartment 
houses. Thus if you take the national figure 
of 3. plus persons per family the population 
figures seem to be very close. 

I don’t remember how much of an increase 
Sierra Madre had shown over the previous dec¬ 
ade but I know it was a considerable number. 
The Police Department was receiving an ever- 
increasing number of emergency calls from the 
community due to the population increase. In 
fact they seemed to be over burdened with calls 
for everything from cut fingers to heart attacks. 
The time spent in answering these calls was 
taking away from the police work that was so 
badly needed. 

Many communities throughout Los Angeles 
County were forming paramedic services for 
their communities. This service was provided 


by the various fire departments and consisted . 
of men trained in the medical field to take care 
of emergencies and transport to hospitals if nec¬ 
essary. 

Sierra Madre had no service such as this 
and was using an ambulance service from Arca¬ 
dia for emergency calls. This of course took 
valuable time from the patient and sometimes 
meant the difference between life and death. 

Your Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment was very concerned about this situation. 
Members of the department had visions of Sierra 
Madre having its own service to the community 
that would take care of medical emergencies. 
But the department didn’t have the resources 
to buy an ambulance. It was suggested by some 
members that the department put on a com¬ 
munity drive to raise the money but Chief 
Charles Brown felt it was not appropriate for 
the department to put on their own fund drive. 
However, he agreed that if an organization 
wanted to sponsor such a drive he would approve 
it. At the time there was no organization forth¬ 
coming with such a desire. 

It was then suggested by the men that some 
kind of service be given the citizens of our 
community and relief given the local Police 
Department. That white Chevrolet station wag¬ 
on seemed to be the answer.

In downtown’s heyday things were rather 
simple. Residents in a community shopped 
in their hometown downtown. They had 
little choice unless they wanted to travel to 
a neighboring town’s downtown. Even then 
there were a few really good merchandisers. 
They understood what customers wanted; per¬ 
sonal service, selection and reasonable prices. 
People heard about them and took the time 
to seek them out, leaving their hometown 
competitors wondering why their sales con¬ 
tinued to shrink year after year. 

Then, one day, downtowns everywhere 
opened for business and waited. Then they 
waited some more. But the customers that 
had always been there were gone. Where or 
when had they gone? Of course, there was 
no single answer then and it is no different 
today. Unfortunately, downtown’s decision¬ 
making and problem-solving capabilities haven’t 
kept pace with the consumers’ inevitable ever 
changing demands. What hasn’t changed is 
the trend to over simplify downtown’s ability 


to grow and prosper. 

Day after day, week after week, year after 
year, politicians, business owners and hometown 
residents point to lack of parking, the need 
for clean sidewalks or increased traffic control 
as the key to downtown’s rebirth. And, or¬ 
ganizational managers such as myself are not 
immune to developing tunnel vision. While 
the volunteer wants the downtown development 
process to be easy with minimum time involve¬ 
ment, Chamber and Main Street managers often 
cater to those views. For some it becomes 
easier to sell the sizzle rather than learn how 
to prepare the steak. Pretty soon everyone is 
telling everyone else what they want to hear, 
patting each other on the back for having iden¬ 
tified the problem and planning solutions. 

Time goes by. Plans either get bogged 
down - people get upset with lack of action - 
or programs get implemented. Even when they 
are a smashing success it isn’t long before every¬ 
one realizes there is something else that needs 
doing. And so it goes. Days fall off the 
calendai. new key problems are pinpointed, 
programs arr Parted and so on and so on. 

The life cycle of downtown is not a series 
of simple issues to be dealt with independently. 
Success depends on our ability to juggle both 
the simple and the complex amidst ever-chang¬ 
ing local, state and national economic condi¬ 
tions. 

Some, perhaps many, are satisfied with 
the current physical and economic condition of 
downtown Sierra Madre. They appear to sug¬ 
gest no significant effort is needed to maintain 
its vitality. If they prevail, one can only 
hope that fate will be kinder to Sierra Madre 
in the future than it has been in the past. 
I wonder what the former inhabitants of the 
La Brea Tar Pits think of that “kind fate 
philosophy.”

unfair. “We said we’d return all the money. Let’s 
give it all back.’’ 

Adams argued that the voucher system would 
be fair since it would repay those who have re¬ 
cycled by giving them $3 off their last bill. He 
also suggested starting a fund to assist Sierra Madre 
in the green waste and composting problem. 

Ultimately, all council members voted for the 
voucher system but Buchan. 

Mayor Buchan, in other action, agreed with 
Bartolai in giving the Design Council “teeth in what 
they’re doing.” Bartolai suggested a Design Review 
Commission as a possible solution. 

They were referring to attempts of the Design 
Review Committee to assist the city in keeping the 
“look” of Sierra Madre more of the same instead 
of fragmented, of following through on colors and 
signs, i.e., within the city to assist this endeavor. 

City Administrator Jim McRea agreed to have 


a list of business owners and business property 
owners available to give to opponents of the Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District by Wednesday, Aug. 28, 
after Bill Sullivan explained that with the BID public 
hearing set for Sept. 10, it doesn’t give either the 
opponents or proponents much time to contact 
others. 

McRea said “It will not be verified and not 
an assessment roll but it will be available.” 

City Librarian Toni Buckner reported that the 
library has been contacted that the city’s applica¬ 
tion for funding to add to library space is still 
receiving consideration. This is the Proposition 85 
Bond Act Fund and the city passed a resolution 
reflecting a $6152 decrease in the project budget 
with a $2530 increase in local matching funds.

problems to the actors; if the group were ecology 
minded; why Sierra Madre?; “if you get all ready and 
no one comes, then what?” 

Waterhouse felt that such a venture would raise 
the prices of the homes instead of lower them; no, 
the noise would not be a problem to the actors (there 
will be no amplification); yes, they believe in ecology 
and would keep the park clean. To why. Sierra 
Madre? Waterhouse reiterated that in early days 
the town had been influenced by the culture of theater 
both in the canyon areas and downtown and that 
Sierra Madre is the type of cultural town that could 
handle Shakespeare. 

Concerning whether or not the theater would 
prosper, Waterhouse said, “Until the entire develop¬ 
ment program is in place, we won’t open the door... 
Pre-season ticket sales are imperative.” 

When asked if TheaterQuest would participate 
in educational part for the youth without bringing 
in the theater, Waterhouse answered, “No, that 
would tear the heart of of this proposal.”

'New design for Orange 
Grove Ave. is a pain’ 

The original plan for the 
iniprovenienl of Orange 
Grove Avenue, present¬ 
ed some two years ago, 
met with considerable pub¬ 
lic protest. The City of 
Sierra Madre sponsored 
a public forum on .lune 20 
of this year at which 
.loseph Lopez, director 
of public works. Sierra 
Madre, presented a re¬ 
vised design concept. It 
should be clearly stated 
that this design was en¬ 
tirely the product of the 
Arcadia Public Works 
Department. 

Of the 49 residents poll¬ 
ed at the conclusion of 
the presentation, only one 
approved of the plan. 
Ihis is not surprising, 
lor in several respects it 
clearly violates the guide¬ 
lines as presented by 
Orange Grove Avenue 
residents in an earlier pet¬ 
ition. These guidelines 
are: 

1. No significant wide- 
ening of the present road¬ 
way 

2. No destruction of 
any substantial tree along 
the roadway 


3. No adverse altera¬ 
tion of the essentially 
rustic character of the 
existing street 

4. No radical grading 
changes 

5. Implementation of 
appropriate traffic con¬ 
trol devices to prevent 
increased speed of traffic 
on the improved road¬ 
way. 

True, according to the 
newest design concept, 
most of the trees that 
line the roadway would 
be spared - not all, mind 
you, but at least we’re 
down to 10 or so sched¬ 
uled for destruction. In 
several other important 
respects the design is a 
disaster: 

The western roadway, 
according to this plan, is 
not to remain at its pre¬ 
sent 30-foot width but 
will be widened in an 
irregular fashion to be¬ 
tween 31 and 36 feet with 
about half the length of 
that roadway to be at 36 
feet. What a pretty sight 
that would be! Even Mr. 
Lopez foresees certain 
difficulties for he pro¬ 
poses to paint white traf¬ 
fic stripes down the length 


of the street and splash 
red paint on curbs here 
and there to keep puzzled 
motorists out of peoples’ 
yards and disentangled 
from trees. And what 
is the purpose of widen¬ 
ing? In large part it is 
simply to accommodate 
the dumpsters and the 
trucks that tend them. 
This, despite the fact that 
we residents have said 
many times that we’d 
rather be rid of the dump¬ 
sters than w iden the street. 

As though that weren’t 
enough mi.schief, the new 
design proposes that the 
curbs ol intersecting 
streets be folded out into 
Orange Grove with a ra¬ 
dius of 20 teet, as oppos¬ 
ed to the pre.sent 16 feet, 
which would zap a few 
more fences, hedges, walls 
and trees. 

Mr. Lopez refers to 
the present dips in the 
western roadway ,as traf¬ 
fic hazards, insists they 
must go and is reluctant 
to replace them with any 
traffic control device at 
all. 

Though everyone recog¬ 
nizes that the eastern road¬ 
way is even now a speed¬

way, no one seems will¬ 
ing or able to give appre¬ 
hensive residents any com¬ 
mitment at all concerning 
their modest request for 
a single stop sign along 
that route. 

On Tuesday, Aug. 20, 
the Arcadia City Council 
with one dissenting vole 
endorsed this new “de¬ 
sign concept’’ and hailed 
it as an excellent com¬ 
promise. On Aug. 27 
the Sierra Madre Council 
will consider the same pro¬ 
posal. If they approve. 
It will go to the drawing 
boivd. 

i am aware that the 
Sierra Madre Council has 
'istened carefully and well 
to community sentiment in 
this matter. 1 will be 
amazed if the Council fails 
to give this proposal the 
bcot it so richly deserves. 
What’s the use of spend¬ 
ing public money to send 
to the drawing board a de¬ 
sign so basically unaccept¬ 
able.

Historical Trivia 

When I periodically 
open up my Sierra Madre 
News, more often than 
not I read of some even 
insignificant incident that 
has taken place any time 
between 1920 and 1972, 
1 can expand on its con¬ 
tent not because it has 
been passed on to me 
second or third hand, 
but because in many ca¬ 
ses 1 was either there or 
very close to the happen¬ 
ing where I might have 
even experienced a minor 
adventure. The mention 
of the water tunnel just 
west of the Little Santa 
Anita Dam took me back 
to a morning in 1926 or 
1927 when my father de¬ 
livered some dynamite 
packed in saw dust, to a 
co-worker, Manuel Reza 
who was blasting out this 
hole in the side of the 
mountain. It was a sub¬ 
dued excitement that I 
felt as dad and I walked 
at least 200 feet into that 
big mountain, where Mr. 
Reza was plying his peril¬ 
ous craft. It seemed 
incredible that he was 
working alone, but I nev¬ 
er saw anyone else around. 
Perhaps his main job was 
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dynamiting, at which he 
was an expert. His only 
source of light was a sin¬ 
gle 60 watt bulb which 
was adequate. 

When you spend 52 of 
your 57 years in one 
community and you have 
an inquiring mind, it’s 
impossible not to fill your 
memory bank to over¬ 
flowing with local his¬ 
tory, which brings me 
to the mystery of the 
yellowed business cards 
that Rick Allor found 
behind the baseboard in 
the ill-fated adobe at 249 
Grove Street, that made 
the headlines, not because 
of its construction, but 
because of destruction in 
the earthquake of June 28. 

I had a strong sentimental 
attachment to that home, 
not only because my fath¬ 
er built it in 1923, but 
because of the rough 
times, but mostly won¬ 
derful memories during 
the 20-odd years the Hino- 
jos family lived there. 

In 1941 this home was 
once again the scene of 
jubilation when my moth¬ 
er celebrated my induc¬ 
tion into the Army. The 
late Mrs. John Suter (a 
close family friend) fur¬ 
nished six good-sized tur¬ 
keys for the affair. There 
are still several of my 
friends that recall this 
party. 

Now back to the busi¬ 
ness cards found in the 
old adobe. Everett P. 
Hinojos was the district 
agent for the L. A. Illus¬ 
trated Daily News. In 
1922 our first phone num¬ 
ber was Blue 195. Around 
1926 or 1927 the color 
was dropped and chang¬ 
ed to 195-4. By 1938 
the prefix was Custer 1945 
or whatever. 

Now a bit of trivia. In 
1938, Harry Barrington, 
a plumber on N. Bald¬ 
win, ordered a calendar 
and through a misprint, 
instead of Custer, it spell¬ 
ed Custard. What a col¬ 
lector’s item that would 
be.

Ceramics at Scripps 

The first comprehensive exhibition of the work 
of internationally renowned ceramist Pal Soldner 
will be on display at Lang Gallery on the Scripps 
College campus in Claremont from Sept. 1 to 
Oct. 13.

It seems he is 
in the pornography busi¬ 
ness, and he persuades

way. 

As Etta becomes in¬ 
volved in the trade, as 
she defensively adjusts 
her attitude, her good 
looks make her Into a- 
nother kind of star and 
her intelligence sends her 
up the ladder. As she 
finds herself more than 
adequately supplied with 
material things, she finds 
that her soul has decay¬ 
ed and human beings no 
longer have any signifi¬ 
cance to her. 

As a morality play, the 
story is hardly new, but 
author Meyer has tuck¬ 
ed into it memorable 
scenes and lines and more 
than a whiff of mystic¬ 
ism. At the LA Theater 
Center it was played swift¬ 
ly, and gained its shock 
value from the ordinari¬ 
ness of the idea that 
money is the only thing 
that counts.

various sleazy types. Har¬ 
vey Cowen is a well- 
spoken, thoughtful gang¬ 
ster. 

The only drawback to 
the production is its fun¬ 
eral pace. Combined with 
the often ominous music, 
it gives an atmosphere 
of foreboding to the pro¬ 
duction that, while it 
may seem suitable, con¬ 
siderably reduces the act¬ 
ual horror. This is a 
story of being caught up 
in a swift, seductive cur¬ 
rent. The terrifying thing 
about these people is that, 
with only momentary 
qualms, they consider 
their world to be per¬ 
fectly ordinary. Lots of 
people do things they 
don’t particularly like in 
order to make money, 
don’t they? As staged 
here, both Burt and Ben 
pay more attention to 
their television than to 


the real people around 
them much of the time. 
The casual, abusive vul¬ 
garity that comes with the 
package gains more spec¬ 
ific significance than is 
intended when it is con¬ 
sidered and given full in¬ 
tensity. It’s there to show 
the nasty habits of de¬ 
sensitized minds. 

The set is minimal, and 
so arranged that there 
is no excuse for pauses 
between the scenes. Per¬ 
haps director Ira Farmer 
had some purpose in the 
pacing, or perhaps the 
timing will be better in 
subsequent performances. 
This is not a play that 
is supposed to put you 
to sleep.

For one week this sum¬

Moratorium on tree removal extended 


To allow for more time 
to investigate recommend¬ 
ations from homeowners 
associations and to pre¬ 
sent a revised draft ord¬ 
inance to the Arcadia 
Planning Commission, 
the City Council last week 
adopted a new tree pre¬ 
servation urgency ordin¬ 
ance, extending, in essence, 
an interim urgency ordin¬ 
ance which imposed a 45- 
day moratorium on the 
removal and destruction 
of all oak trees and cer¬ 
tain indigenous trees. 

Since that first ordin¬ 


ance was passed on July 2, 
homeowners’ associa¬ 
tions have met with the 
planning department to 
review and comment on 
the proposed tree preser¬ 
vation ordinance. Staff 
is trying to obtain further 
input from other cities 
regarding regulation of 
trees overhanging adjoin¬ 
ing properties. 

The proposed urgency 
ordinance recommended 
a six month morator¬ 
ium, however, several 
council members felt that 
was too long to wait be¬ 


fore a permanent ordin¬ 
ance might go into effect; 
therefore, the length of 
the urgency law, which 
took effect immediately, 
was shortened to five 
months. 

A public hearing on 
the issue will be held at 
the Planning Commis¬ 
sion meeting on Sept. 24. 

The moratorium affects 
Engelmann oak, Califor¬ 
nia live oak and any other 
oak tree of certain size 
as well as California Syca¬ 
more, blue elderberry, Fre¬ 
mont cottonwood and 


False alarms may cost homeowners 


Responding to reports 
from Arcadia’s fire and 
police chiefs that of the 
2632 alarm system acti¬ 
vations during a recent 
12-month period, less 
than two percent were 
valid alarms, the Arcadia 
City Council will hear a 
second reading of a pro¬ 
posed false alarm ordin¬ 
ance at its Sept. 2 meet¬ 
ing and is expected to 
approve the new regula¬ 
tions at that time. 

If passed, the new ordin¬ 
ance, which calls for 
homeowner fines of up 
to $100, would take effect 
30 days after approval. 

According to the police 


department report, $46,432 
is spent annually on 
false burglary alarms, as¬ 
suming that each false 
alarm can be investigated 
and resolved within 15 
minutes. The fire depart¬ 
ment figures that $30, 301 
is spent each year for 
fire personnel and equip¬ 
ment to respond to false 
fire alarms. 

The revised false alarm 
ordinance under consider¬ 
ation by the city council, 
excludes alarms triggered 
on “reasonable belief” 
that the alarm is neces¬ 
sary and alarms attribut¬ 
able to repairs if the ap¬ 
propriate city official has 


been given notice. 

Regarding money as¬ 
sessments, the ordinance 
calls for a $50 fine for 
both the fourth and fifth 
false alarm and $100 for 
those beyond five. 

New alarm systems in¬ 
stalled after the effective 
date of the ordinance 
must comply and those 
in active use as of the 
effective date have one 
year to comply. Addi¬ 
tionally, a grace period 
of 30 days has been added 
to not count false alarms 
that occur within 30 days 
of the initial completed 
installation of a new alarm 
system. 


willow trees, also of speci¬ 
fic size. These “trees 
shall not be removed or 
cut, trimmed, pruned or 
damaged in such a man¬ 
ner so as to seriously 
endanger the life of such 
trees, except as may be 
provided for in this Ordin¬ 
ance.” 

Those exceptions in¬ 
volve development pro¬ 
jects which already have 
received approval, cases 
of emergency where it is 
determined that a tree 
poses an imminent threat 
to public safety or gen¬ 
eral welfare and trees on 
city or Arcadia Rede¬ 
velopment Agency owned 
property which will cause 
damage or which are in 
a location which does not 
permit the development 
of the site. 

The ordinance does not 
affect the pruning or trim¬ 
ming of any tree which 
does not endanger the life 
of the tree. 


After surviving a run¬ 
off in Arcadia High 
School student body elec¬ 
tions last spring, Anindita 
Dutta emerged as the stu¬ 
dent representative to the 
Arcadia Board of Educa¬ 
tion.

The new student rep 
says that the first few 
board meetings were bor¬ 
ing because she did not 
know what was going on. 
Now that she knows more 
she feels that the meet¬ 
ings are more interest¬ 
ing, and she is looking 
forward to establishing 
more communication be¬ 
tween executive council 
and the school board. 
One of her first concerns 



is to try to get lockers 
available for girls who 
participate in after school 
sports. 

Dutta reports that she 
is impressed with the time 
members of the board 
spend with research and 
getting the background on 
issues. 

In addition to prepar¬ 
ing for board meetings, 
Dutta will carry four ad¬ 
vanced placement classes 
her senior year, run cross 
country and track and 
play basketball while keepy- 
ing up her grade point 
average, which is above 
a 4.0. The only B she 
received at Arcadia High 
was in an AP history class. 

She has been running 
track for five years, go¬ 
ing back to when she was 
living in Kuwait. Even 


though she is of Indian 
ancestry, she was bom 
in Canada and has lived 
all over the United States, 
moving to Arcadia in 
1988 when she was a 
ninth grader at First Ave¬ 
nue Junior High. 

Dutta also is a member 
of Kiowas, an honorary 
service organization for 
senior girls. 

In her spare time, which 
she says there isn’t much 
of, she likes to “go out 
with friends,” talk and 
see movies with them. 

Anindita, according to 
this student, is a common 
Indian name meaning “she 
can’t be insulted,” may¬ 
be something of an asset 
as she takes on the role 
of student representative 
to the Arcadia Board of 
Education.

Roberge, who grad¬ 
uated from St. Francis 
High School and who 
red shirted at the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern Californ¬ 
ia last year, hit .654, get¬ 
ting 17 hits in 26 turns 
at the plate during the 
series. 

He broke records for 
15 runs batted in, to¬ 
tal hits, most total bases 
in a series (32), most ex¬ 
tra ba.se hits in a ser¬ 
ies (9), most extra base 
hits in a game (4) and 
total bases in a game 
(13). 

His team, the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley All-Stars lost 
the World Series title to 
the Cincinnati Storms in 
a 2-1 game. Roberge, 
who had been sidelined 
with a pulled hamstring, 
was called to the plate 
in the seventh inning to 
get SVG’s only extra base 
hit, an RBI double. 

The title game was the 
second time for the local 
team to face Cincinnati 
last Saturday. The first 
game found the SGV 
Siars winning a 4-3 deci¬ 
sion in eight innings. 

Even though he has 
been selected for the All- 
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Star team for the last 
three years, its was Ro¬ 
berge’s first trip to the 
World Series. This 18- 
year-old third baseman 
does have professional 
aspirations, so maybe 
he’ll have an opportunity 
to play in yet another 
World Series.
